LOST TWENTY-UNE YEARS
A Valvable Time-Piece Long Missing,
Strangely Recovered,
B, F. Call,

Thirty-one years ago a gentleman
now occupying an important place in
Masonic circles in this city, then re-
siding in an interior country of the
state sent an order to London for the
manufscture of a fine gold watch, of
English make, a duplex  movement,
heavy gold magic cases and appropri-
ate movement scroll work, uring
the following year the watch, a mas-
terpiece, costing 8400, was received,
and was carried by its owner for the
next nine or ten years. In 1861 a
€riend started for this city on a visit,
bringing the watch with him, since
which time [nothing has been seen or
heard of hin, the supposition being
that he was murdered and plundered
by some of the hard characters that
were so prevalent here at that time,
The missing man had abundant means,
and left behind him a piece of mining
property worth £30,000 or §40.000,
which, by the lapse of time, and the
local mining laws, passed into other
hands, showing conclusively that, st
least, some accident had overtaken
kim. The ownerof the watch mourn-
ed the loss of his friend, and regretted
the missing time-piece, and after some
years moved to this city, where in
time the above incidents beeame to
memory as a dream. A few daya ago
he was conversing with a friend in a
jewelry store, when a stranger stepped
up along side of him, laid a wateh on
the counter and asked the proprietor
to purchase 1it, and to the astonish-
ment of the whilom interior resident
he recognized at the first glance the
missing time-piece he had l-st twenty-
one gears previously, and of course
intmediately claimed it. The stranger
explained that he was simply dispos-
ing of the wateh tor a lady in desti-
tute eircumstances, and naturally in-
sisted upon having some proof of the
claimant’s ownerehip before recogniz-
ing ‘the elaim, The two, by agree-
ment, went to another jewelry estab-
ment, the propriotor of which had
cleaned the watch once or twice twen-
ty-odd years before, The watch was
handed Jhim, and before anything had
been sai'd in referemce to it he said,
**Why,—, this is your watch; the one
f““ lost.,”” Another friend who had
ast seen th'e watch in 18506 recognized
it at tirat m'ghkt.

Gerrymander,
PufMala Fxjiress

Apportionment and ;e-arrangement
of Uongressional districta bring into
frequent nse the term gerrymander.
This is a designation invented 70 years
ago, In 1811, for the firat time in
many years, the Republican-Demo-
crats of Massachusetts elected a Gov
ernor and both branches of the Gener-
al Court, and to preserve their power
they rearvanged the Senatorial dis-
triots and made them of irregular
shape so as to give themselves 4 ma-
jority in as wany as possible, The
scheme mut with great opposition, and
Elbridge Gerry, then Governor, came
in for a share of the whelesule denun-
ciation of ita promoters,  One distriet
was made of a line of towns on the
westerly and northerly sides of Essex
County, forming something like an ir-
regular letter F, The Boston Canti-
nel was the leading Federalist paper,
and Russcll, its editor, to show what
was boing done, took a map of the
county, colored the towns on it in-
eluled iu the poculiar district, and
hung it up in his office.

One day Gilbere stuart happened to
see it, and saying that it resembled
some monstrous animal, took a peneil,
and with a few strokes indieated
upon  the head; and cluws, =0 that
the new  distrier  lo ked like
some  kind of a  stange dragon.
“There,” ho saud, “tiat wili do fora
snlamander.”  “'Simader!” exelaim-
ed Russell, eall it a Gerry-mander!”
The eleciion 1o the spring of 1812 re-
voaled the efliciency of the scheme,
but it created such an uproar that the
gerrymanding was not allowed to
stund.

Which Enabled Him to Learn Some-
thing of Prohibition In Kansas,

Mzr. George R. Stevens, editor of
the Mt. Ayr (Iowa) Rocord, writes of
Kansas prohibition as follows:

On reaching Kansas I expected to
find the cities and towns free from the
blighting nfluence of the esaloon and
the grog-shop. But in Atchison, the
tirat city 1 entered upon crossing
the Missouri river, I found saloous
open on every street and apparently
doing a thriving business. Upon en-
quiring about the matter, I was told
that Atchison has seventy saloons, To-
peka twenty-five, Emporia seven,
Florence nine, and this in the ssme
proportion all over the state, I cannot
vouch for the numbers, but I know
they are legion,all kinds of stimulants

were no law against it, This is the
programme in cities of two or three
thousand and over, In some places it
is sold *‘on the sly” by druggists, or
shipped in by private wudividuals,with
such labels a8 vil, turpentine, syrup,
etc., and tho law is powerl ss, The
courts are full of whisky cuses, which
crowd out the regular business, and
the litigants are clamoring for atten-
tion. The result is the business of the
courts is very much retarded, and the
whisky fellows having given bonds go
on selling s before, Before the enact-
ment of this law a great many of the
saloon-keepers were passably good
men; while now very féw but thugs
sud footpads care to engage as open
violators of the law. And furdher,
while in Hutehison, I ran across the
revenue collector, and learned from
him that before the new liquor law
came into force he had issued but
nine U, B, permits,and had issued sev-
enteen wince, and he said other
places were pretty unear as bad.
